For the year ending 1885-6. 





Appropriation of school money, raised by town tax $480.- 
50; State literary fund $91.28; town literary fund 43.60;

TEACHERS AND SCHOOLS. 


In a conscientious report of our schools, it is difficult to do 
exact justice to the teachers, where the measure of success 
was not what was hoped. There are many conditions to be 
taken in consideration. We believe all the teachers this 
year have endeavored todo the best they could in their 
schools. We have seen 10 evidence that any tried to shirk. 
But in some cases there was a lack of thorough training, and 
in one or two instances an inaptitude to the calling. There 
were thirteen females and one male teacher employed in town 
the past year. The same number as the year before. Four 
of these reside in town Eleven had had more or less ex- 
perience in teaching. Misses Hadley and Burton are untir- 

*See table. 
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ing in their efforts to interest and advance their pupils and 
gave abundant satisfaction in the respective districts where 
they taught. They are the only teachers who taught in 
town the year previous. Misses Holt, Fisher, Farnum, and 
Mr. Carpenter were without experience in teaching. They 
taught good schools and proved valuable additions to the 
ranks. The school under Mrs. Swinnington’s care appeared 
well at the examination, but from her remarks in the register 
we judge the term was not a pleasant one. The summer 
term in Dist., No. 6, was not what we could wish, and the 
same may be said of the winter term in Dist., No. 8, though 
we believe it was throngh no fault of the teacher. Misses 
Hodkin, Shattuck, Duncklee and Langdell had quiet orderly 
schools, and the pupils made satisfactory progress under their 
charge. At the time this report goes to press, the school in 
Dist., No. 3, has not closed. Miss Fletcher was at some dis- 
advantage in the first weeks of this school following a teach- 
er very much liked by parents and pupils, and while the clos- 
ing days have not been quite so entertaining, we think sub- 
stantial advance has been made. It would seem that some 
change should be made in this school, so that the older 
scholars might study some of the higher branches. It is out 
of the question to allow them in the school as it is at pres- 
ent. 
TEXT BOOKS. 


It was the purpose of your committee to make some 
changes in text books the past year, but in view of the recent 
change in the school laws, it might be better to postpone ac- 
tion until another year. ‘There is now much more uniformity 
in books used than ever before still there is 100m for im- 
provement. Some of the teachers are in the habit of taking 
some of the time to explain many of the more prominent objects 
of interest in the world, both natural and artificial, or intro- 
ducing the subjects in connection with some study, to make 
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that study entertaining and incidentaly showing that general 
knowledge outside of text books is a very fine qualification 
ina teacher. Of the making of school books there is no end, 
and as far as*books go the path of the scholar is made as 
smooth as possible. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The school house in Dist., No. 6 has been thoroughly re- 
fitted the past year. New desks substituted for the old 
benches, and new teachers’ desk and chairs. A very pleas- 
ant schoolroom now. Cost about $140.00. Although some 
repairs have been made by the districts the past year, one or 
two school houses are still too well ventilated to be comfort- 
able in a cold’ winter day. 

In view of possible changes in the schools next year, it was 
our intention to include in this report, for purposes of com- 
parison, some statistics of the schools of years past. But 
upon visiting the town clerk’s office we found that very few 
of the selectmen and superintending. school committees re- 
ports had been saved, and that many of the school registers 
are missing. It seems as though these reports and summa- 
ries should be filed with the other records of the town, for | 
reference. 

Whatever ‘“‘statute law” shall regulate our schools, let us 
hope that the ‘unwritten law” of charity, fairness, and liber- 
ality will ever be our guide in this town.
